Tatsuo Ishimoto of San Francisco 
is the author and photographer 
whose work is featured in three 
articles in this special Japanese issue.

by Mr. Ishimoto (below) who, 
though an American and thoroughly 


at home with American gardening 
practices, is of Japanese ancestry 
and familiar with the special tradi- 
tions of Far Eastern gardens. He 
was born and raised in Seattle, 
received his art training at the 
Schaeffer School of Design in San 
Francisco and eventually opened a 
photographic studio in that city. 
During World War II he was a pho- 
tographer with the U.S. Signal 
Corps. After the war he continued 
his photographic work and also be- 
came known as a flower arranger. 
“Grow miniature trees in just one 
year” (page 26) is about the art of 
bonsai, a special hobby of Mr. Ishi- 
moto’s. And incidentally, he has 
written books which cover all three 
subjects—flower arranging, Japa- 
nese gardens and bonsai. The titles 
of these books will be found in the 
“Check list of books on Japanese 
gardening” (page 33).

Gardener 


by ANNANELL C. JUBB 


The crystalline blue of 
October’s weather mists 
over to become the tur- 
bulent gray of Novem- 
ber. When it shines, the 
pale, diffident sun is doubly wel- 
come. Mornings are crisp with frost, 
and heat is needed much of the day 
to “warm against the weather.” 
Corn is purely American in origin. 
If friendly Indians hadn't shared 
their knowledge and seed of it with 
early colonists, who knows what 
might have happened? They cer- 
tainly would have starved out, and 
very nearly did anyway. One ac- 
count tells of food so scarce in one 
colony at the end of the first winter 
that the daily ration for each person 
was 12 kernels of corn. Considering 
this it would seem fitting that corn 
in some form should appear on our 
Thanksgiving dinner tables. Succo- 
tash is my favorite way. It is singu- 
larly appropriate. The same Indians 
who gave the colonists corn taught 
them to use it with the equally 
American beans to which they also 
introduced our forefathers. Our 
word for the dish is derived from 
the Indian, but I doubt that any 
Indian made it as we do. Here is 
my recipe, which serves four to six 
persons. 


SUCCOTASH 
1 pint corn 
1 pint green shell beans 
Va cup soda cracker crumbs (6 crackers) 
1 oz. cheese, grated 
1 slice of onion, minced 


milk 

Thoroughly butter a casserole. Drain 
corn and beans and place in the 
casserole. Add onion and most of 
the crumbs and cheese. Barely 
cover with milk. Top with remain- 
ing crumbs and cheese and bake at 
350° F. for about one hour. 

Repeated freezes have dried the 
field corn so the last harvest is 
getting under way. We go to the 
field ahead of the husker to select 
perfect ears for making cornmeal. 
Anyone who is old enough to have 
eaten cornmeal mush, pancakes or 
bread when it had some flavor has 
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had cause to question if the tasteless- 
ness of the current commercial 
product is a figment of his imagina- 
tion, a trick of his memory, or did 
cornmeal use to taste like corn? Rest 
assured, it did. At fault is progress 
in producing foods which keep in- 
definitely. The little chit or germ 
which carries much flavor also car- 
ries much oil and this becomes ran- 
cid after grinding. So modern mills 
remove this precious bit and pack 
up the starch. The packages are 
pretty, but one may as well eat them 
as what they contain so far as savor 
goes. About the same for nourish- 
ment, too. So we go to the field 
ahead of the husker and pick our 
perfect ears for cornmeal. Inciden- 
tally, to paraphrase, “who grinds his 
own corn is twice warmed by it.” 
Early this month we 
bring in the hard green 
quinces to soften prior 
to making “honey.” 
There’s fragrance for 
you that you won't forget! 

Other harvests have been brought 
in and stored in various ways. 
Pantry shelves hold a treasure of 
jewel-like jams, jellies and pickles- 
garnets, rubies, topazes and em- 
eralds. Overhead in the attic hang 
odorous bunches of dried herbs 
awaiting wet days toward the end 
of the month, when one can’t work 
outside, for crumbling and packing. 
Cellar bins overflow, and freezer lids 
are difficult to close. On the floor 
of the attic, nuts are curing against 
the imminent orgies of baking for 
the holidays. 

There are vegetables 

still in the garden. All 

of the cabbage family 

shrug off light freezes, 

“as do turnips, beets, 

carrots, chard and parsley. Even 

lettuce is remarkably frost-resistant. 

No gardener would think of disturb- 

ing his parsnips or salsify, and for 

my taste the flavor of kale improves 

with freezing. This year we had 

bonus cabbages from the ones we 

grew for sauerkraut. We had cut 

the heads in September, leaving the 

stumps standing in the garden row. 

When we got around to garden 

clean-up some weeks later there 

were two to four miniature cabbages 
on each stump. 

All in all, the scene is one of 
harvest, and a kitchen gardener can 
really mean, “We thank Thee, Lord, 
for bounteous harvests.” ®

Northern 
Pointers 


by JAMES H. BEALE

e Fall clean-up: A_ thorough 
clean-up of flower borders at this 
time, as an aid in controlling in- 
jurious insects and diseases, is 
generally recommended. However, 
there are individuals who advocate 
leaving the stems of perennials 
standing to catch blown leaves and 
snow as winter protection for plant 
roots. Equally effective protection 
can be supplied with other materials. 

Gather and burn the following: 
dead and browned leaves of iris, to 
destroy eggs of iris borer; fallen rose 
leaves, particularly where black spot 
was prevalent; the tops of any plants 
suspected of having leaf diseases; 
weeds that have reached seed stage. 
Healthy waste can go to the compost 
heap to provide humus next year. 

e Trees and shrubs: Continue 
planting hardy deciduous trees and 
shrubs as long as the ground is not 
too wet or frozen; wrap tree trunks 
with burlap or tree wrap to prevent 
sunscald. Protect the trunks of 
young or newly planted fruit trees 
from mice and rabbits with cylinders 
of 42-inch wire screen or aluminum 
foil; sink the lower 2 inches into 
ground. 

e Plant bulbs—Plant tulips now. 
If they are to remain in the same 
place for more than one season set 
them 8 to 10 inches deep as this 
discourages splitting of bulbs. The 
usual depth is 6 inches. Any other 
hardy bulbs not yet planted should 
go into the ground at once and not 
be held over to spring. 

e Rose care: In the milder north- 
ern areas roses can be planted early 
this month; in colder districts delay 
it until spring. Where replacements 
were made with pot-grown roses 
last spring, it is advisable to take 
them up and replant at this time in 
order to spread the roots in a natu- 
ral manner, as they are apt to have 
retained the shape of the pot in a 
mass too near the ground surface. 

Hill-up soil over rose crowns to a 
depth of 8 inches before soil be- 
comes very wet from autumn rains. 


Additional protection by placing 
salt hay, straw, or evergreen 
branches between plants and among 
the branches must be delayed until 
the ground is frozen. Last winter’s 
experience should indicate whether 
your climbing roses will require 
protective covering. 

e Vegetable garden—Continue 
adding manure or compost to areas 
cleared of crops and not sown down 
to rye. Before hard freezing take up 
root vegetables for storage in con- 
tainers of damp peat moss or sand 
kept in a cool place. Or use a 
watertight barrel sunk in the ground. 
Place a heavy mulch over and 
around the watertight lid. 

e Strawberries: Mulch _ straw- 
berries with straw or salt hay, but 
not so heavily as to exclude all light 
from the foliage. 

@ Plant protection: Only in the 
most northerly areas will mulching 
or covering of tender plants be 
necessary this month, but the ma- 
terials should be on hand. Decide 
which plants will require burlap 
covers or screens and put in the 
supporting stakes while the ground 
is soft; the burlap can be put on 
later this month or next. 

Upright evergreens, such as some 
of the arborvitaes, junipers, false- 
cypresses and others, may have 
strong rope wound spirally around 
them to hold branches close to the 
trunk; this prevents heavy snowfalls 
from breaking branches or pulling 
them permanently out of place. 
Where heavy snows are frequent, 
narrow chicken netting may be used 
in place of rope for greater support. 

Surface mulches should not be 
applied until the ground is frozen 
to a depth of 2 inches or mice may 
injure the plants. 

e More November chores: Mulch 
places where lilies are to be planted 
when received from dealer; lift a 
few rhubarb roots, allow to freeze 
and then place in cellar to force. 


Question of the Month 


Q. Should I use fertilizer in my 
vegetable garden when spading it in 
the autumn? 

A. Not if you propose to use a 
complete fertilizer, as the nitrogen, 
the most expensive ingredient, is 
readily soluble and would leach out 
during the winter when there are no 
growing plants to take it up. If

Ramblings

e New day-lilies: Enthusiasm for 
day-lilies leads ever onward and up- 
ward. This was indicated by the 
interest shown in the annual meeting 
of the American Hemerocallis So- 
ciety held in Washington last sum- 
mer. The display gardens amazed 
even those who professed to have a 
wide knowledge of these flowers. 
We saw not only the newest varieties 
of today, but also those of tomorrow 
—new forms, colors and combina- 
tions of colors. While earlier plant- 
ing is suggested, November is defi- 
nitely not too late to plant day-lilies 
in the South. 

e Perennials for the South: An- 
nuals have long been the mainstay 
of Southern gardens, especially for 
summer and fall bloom; we are 
learning, however, that more peren- 
nials can be grown down here. Late 
fall and early winter is a good time 
to plant many of them. The exten- 
sion service of the University of 
Florida suggests the following va- 
rieties for that area: agave, banana, 
begonia, cardinal guard (Pachy- 
stachys coccinea), canna, cacti, 
chrysanthemum, ginger-lily, golden 
glow, gerberia, moraea, native iris, 
liriope, ophiopogon, periwinkle, 
pampas grass, pentas, sansevieria, 
scarlet sage, shrimp plant (Belo- 
perone guttata), slipper flower 
(pedilanthus), stokesia, nierembergia 
and violets. 

e Plant trees and shrubs: It is 
safe to plant bare root roses, shrubs 
and trees after you have had a 
“killing” frost or after leaves from 
deciduous shrubs and trees have 
begun to fall heavily. 

e Azaleas and camellias: Al- 
though many gardeners wait until 
the plants are in bloom, early winter 
is definitely the best time to plant 
azaleas and camellias. Sasanqua 
camellias, in bloom this month, are 
easy to grow and will thrive almost 
anywhere ligustrum will grow. New 
and charming varieties are being 
introduced each season. This is one 
of our best fall-flowering shrubs and 
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we should plant it more generously. 

e Hardy annuals: If you failed to 
plant hardy annuals last month, you 
may plant them now but get the job 
finished right away. Except in 
Florida, littlke can be gained by 
planting in December or January. If 
you cannot plant by the middle of 
this month, wait until February. 

e Hardwood cuttings: Late No- 
vember or early December is the 
best time to take hardwood cuttings. 
While rooting hormones work won- 
ders with summer cuttings, they do 
little for winter cuttings as they leach 
away before the cuttings can use 
them. Hardwood cuttings may be 
made a little longer than those taken 
in the summer—S inches is a good 
length. 

e Dig caladiums: Fancy-leaved 
caladiums usually rot if left in the 
ground over winter. Dig the tubers 
after the leaves begin to die; dry in 
the sun for a few weeks and pack in 
dry peat moss or sand and store 
where they will not freeze. 

e Pruning azaleas and camellias: 
Both azaleas and camellias may be 
improved in form and the number of 
flowers increased by careful pruning, 
but wait until after the blooms fade. 
Wood removed now will result in a 
great loss of flower buds. 

e Anemone and_ ranunculus: 
Plant anemone and ranunculus this 
month; use loamy soil and set 2 
inches deep. While anemones will 
grow in sun, they prefer a partially 
shaded location in the South. The 
roots of a ranunculus have a dis- 
torted appearance, resembling a 
spider—be sure to plant with legs 
pointing downward. 

e More November chores: When 
English daisies and pansies begin to 
crowd, transplant to growing beds 
and feed with liquid fertilizer; dig or 
mulch dahlias; see that azaleas, 
camellias and gardenias are also 
mulched; finish planting daffodils; 
give roses a final spraying against 


black spot.

e Trees and shrubs: Continue the 
planting of trees and shrubs as long 
as the soil can be dug. Plan now to 
move big specimens later when they 
can be dug with a frozen ball of 
earth. Wrap trunks of newly set 
trees to protect them from the win- 
ter sun, which can cause damage. 
Tie up evergreens so heavy snow 
won't spread the branches. Keep 
watering them as long as water will 
penetrate the soil. To avoid the 
severe winter injury yews suffered 
last year, protect the side exposed 
to the sun and wind with burlap. 

e Pansies: Plants should be in a 
cold frame now with straw or ex- 
celsior about them. Leave the sash 
off but when temperature drops to 
20° or below, cover with sash. In- 
sert a stick the thickness of a lath 
under the north side of the sash to 
provide some ventilation. Shade the 
glass with burlap, canvas or a woven 
straw mat. 

e Plant bulbs outdoors: You can 
still plant bulbs even if a frozen 
crust of earth must be pried off the 
surface before you can make a hole. 
Narcissus will flower if planted this 
late but stems will be shorter than 
those planted earlier. Cover the 
bulbs of both tulips and narcissus 
with 6 to 8 inches of soil. 

e Protect roses from mice: Dust 
around rose plants with Toxaphene 
to keep mice from nibbling the 
plants during the winter. Do this 
before any straw or cornstalk cover- 
ing is put over the plants. 

e Pruning trees and_ shrubs: 
When the leaves are off, it is easy 
to see weak crotches and crossed 
branches that need to be removed. 
Do not, however, prune trees and 
shrubs that flower in early spring or 
you will cut away the bloom. (Even 
these may benefit from pruning now 
if they are so crowded that blos- 
soms won’t show to advantage in 
spring. 

e Dormant sprays: Apply dor- 
mant oil spray on any day that 
promises to have temperatures re- 


maining above 40° for several hours. 
These sprays are a big help in clear- 
ing up insect infestations next year 
on such plants as lilac, roses and 
euonymus. 

e Plant bulbs for forcing: Now is 
the time to plant paper white nar- 
cissus so they will have time to 
become well rooted and flower by 
Christmas. Early-flowering tulips 
and hyacinths, potted the beginning 
of this month, will bloom by Febru- 
ary. 
e Garden cleanup: Be sure to 
rake up leaves that accumulate on 
the lawn. If allowed to remain, dead 
spots may appear next spring. Cut 
off tops of peonies at ground level 
and remove any dead leaves from 
base of stalks. 

e More November chores: Label 
all bulbs carefully before they go 
into storage; dig clumps of rhubarb 
and asparagus for forcing in the 
cellar; cut down on feeding and 
watering of house plants; put away 
garden tools after first cleaning and 
sharpening. 


Question of the Month 


Q. 1 failed to attack the crab 
grass in my lawn this fall. What is 
the best means of combatting it 
next year? 

A. Apply a pre-emergent weed 
killer in early spring about the time 
the apple blossoms are out. Products

Orville Fay wins a 
British iris award 


e On September 4th, Harry 
Randall, past president of the 
British Iris Society, presented 
the coveted Sir Michael Foster 
Medal of that organization to 
Orville Fay, a leading American 
iris and hemerocallis breeder. 

The Sir Michael Foster Medal, 
which has been presented to 
several American iris enthusiasts 
(the first of these to Dr. John C. 
Wister of Swarthmore) is pre- 
sented for work of outstanding 
quality in promoting or breeding 
the iris. Unlike the Dykes Medal, 
however, it is not given for a 
specific variety, but for personal 
attainments in any field related 
to irises.

California 


e Care of dahlias: You can cut 
down your dahlia plants now; leave 
a few inches of the stalk remaining 
above ground. Make sure your 
labels are on the stalk or on the 
stake behind the dahlia plant so you 
can identify your plants when you 
dig up the tubers in a week or two 

e House plant hints: With colder 
days, heating systems go on and 
house plants generally take a beat- 
ing because of the dry atmosphere 
and high temperature. Also, most 
house plants can’t stand gas fumes 
or cold drafts. Pores in the leaves 
frequently become clogged with 
dust. Wipe the leaves off with a 
damp cloth where practical or spray 
regularly with lukewarm water. The 
best way to clean African-violet 
foliage is to spray or dip in luke- 
warm water. Then shake water off 
leaves; keep from sun until dry. 

e For winter color: Red-berried 
pyracantha and the purple-flowered 
heather can be planted now. They 
will provide color during the dark 
winter days. Plant in full sun. 

e Shopping tip: You get more 
flowers sooner if you buy and plant 
large clumps of perennials rather 
than seedlings. Those you can put 


in now include delphinium, core- 
opsis, gaillardia, pyrethrum and 
columbine. 


e Look to your roses: It’s time to 
clean out your rose garden. Dead 
leaves, twigs and faded blooms at- 
tract rust and mildew spores. Check 
plant performance records. It may 
be a good time to “weed out” poor 
performers in favor of better va- 
rieties. Make room for some of the 
newer ones—IvorY FASHION, GAR- 
DEN PARTY, LAVENDER PRINCESS, 
SARABANDE and others. 

e Outdoor storage: Check your 
outdoor storage cabinets to be sure 
they are waterproof so you can store 
dry fertilizers and equipment with- 
out damage from rain. 

e Dutch iris: The tall, aristocratic 
Dutch iris may be planted now. It 
provides an ideal complementary 
1959 
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background to other spring-blooming 
bulbous plants, annuals or shrubs. 

Dutch iris adapts well to most 
parts of California despite its deli- 
cate appearance, blooming in March 
and April along the coast and dur- 
ing late May in colder regions. You 
will find Dutch iris in blues, yellows, 
creams, lavenders, whites, bronzes 
and shadings of each. 

Well-drained enriched soil is very 
important. Gardeners who must con- 
tend with heavy soil will obtain best 
results by placing a cushion of sand 
under the tiny bulbs and mixing 
large amounts of humus into the soil. 

e Gladiolus dilemma: To dig or 
not to dig a gladiolus bulb is often a 
gardener’s dilemma. The answer is 
simple: you should dig! The easy 
way out is not to dig—and hope for 
the best. Some will get away with 
it but most corms left in the ground 
will show thrip injury next season. 

Dig the entire plant and cut off 
stems a half-inch or so above the 
corms. Burn the stems and set 
corms aside to dry. In fourteen to 
twenty days separate the new corms 
from the withered mother corms. If 
you don’t plan to keep cormels for 
propagation, discard them. The new 
corms should be stored in a cool 
place in shallow trays. Dusting with 
an insecticide is recommended. 

e More November chores: Broad- 
cast seeds of sweet-alyssum in the 
open ground; plant svring-flowering 
sweet peas; plant bulbs—daffodil, 
tulip, freesia, iris, narcissus, ranun- 
culus, scilla and tritoma; plant straw- 
berries in a barrel; plant vegetables. 


Question of the Month 


Q. We want to be sure to save 
this year’s tuberous begonias. What 
is the best way? 

A. When tuberous begonias have 
stopped blooming and have begun to 
yellow, gradually let up on watering. 
When tops dry off and separate from 
tuber, wash dirt off tubers and let 
them dry in the sun for a couple of 
days. Then store in shallow trays 
in a cool place. Be sure all old 
stem is off the tuber.®

A congregation

N AUTHENTIC JAPANESE rock 
eA garden, one of the newest 
“show places” in Spokane, 
Washington, is the result of over 
16,000 hours of donated labor by 
members of the congregation of the 
Japanese-American Highland Park 
Methodist Church who turned 112 
hilly acres, marred with volcanic 
rocks, into a landscaped “bit of old 
Japan.”

trees; a nearly completed rokka- 
kudo, which is a six-sided Japanese 
garden house; and an_ ishi-doro 
(stone lantern), obtained from 
Japan by one of the parishioners, 
S. Y. Suzuki. Visitors are amazed 
that after fourteen months’ steady 
work, the congregation plans even 
more—more rock gardens in front 
of the new garden house and cherry 
trees above the main rock gardens; 
a park and playground in the sunken 
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terrace behind the church, and a 
parking lot beautified by terraced 
gardens. A new planting of Japan- 
ese red maple trees has just been 
put in beside the new garden house 
in an area where the rock was im- 
possible to remove or shape into 
any form of garden. 


The congregation itself is of long 
standing in Spokane—it was first 
organized in 1902—but its present 
church and its Japanese gardens are 
very new. The landscaping was 
started in 1957 and the church was 
erected in 1958. 

The new church was the result of 
urgently needed additional space. 
There was no suitable property 
available in the vicinity of its old 
Grant Street church in southeast 
Spokane, the only Christian church 
serving the city’s 1200 Japanese- 
Americans. A freeway was coming 
to gobble up the old church area. 
Then someone remembered the hilly 
acres a few blocks away. Although 
told it was impossible to build on a 
pile of rocks, the pastor, Rev. Shigeo 
Shimada, knew it could be done 
spiritually, remembering Christ’s 
words to Peter, “and upon this rock 
I will build my church,” and so he 
went to the congregation’s archi- 


tect, Frank Toribara, who said 
“ves, it can be done.” 
At the groundbreaking  cere- 


monies an elderly Japanese woman 
wept because her church was “too

poor” to buy anything except a 
piece of very rocky land. This piece 


of land purchased in 1957 for 
$2,865 is now valued at some 
$20,000. 


Shortly after the groundbreaking, 
gardeners and farmers of the con- 
gregation went to work with their 
tractors, moving rocks from one 
part of the property to another for 
the rock garden. An Issei (Japan- 
ese-born) member of the church, 
Ryotaro Nishikawa, a_ landscape 
gardener, conceived the idea of con- 
verting the lava rock into the rock 
garden. His son-in-law, Sumio 
Matsumoto, also a landscape gar- 
dener, helped direct the landscape 
program and the stone masonry 
work was done by an expert in the 
field, another parishioner, Tsunazo 
Edamatsu. 

Members of the congregation 
donated plants and trees from their 
own gardens for the church grounds. 
Over 1000 special dwarf plants were 
put in by H. Sekiyima, a church 
member as well as co-owner of 
Lamb Nurseries in Spokane. 

The exquisitely shaped Japanese 
trees are mainly the donated works 
of Mr. Nishikawa. Each tree took a 
good many long years of training, 
forming and shaping. Under one of 
the umbrella-shaped trees is a spe- 
cial planting of white dicentra, pri- 
mula, /ris ruthenica and Iris tecto- 
rum. 







The rock gardens themselves are 
planted with dwarf varieties of mugo 
pine, miniature roses, true gerani- 
ums, creeping Scotch broom, Arte- 
misia frigida, Geum Borisi, viola 
ENCHANTRESS, helianthemum, dian- 
thus, creeping thyme, Phlox subu- 
lata, hardy calceolaria, and lots and 
lots of sempervivum. There are 
many spreading junipers and erica- 
ceae, mostly heather, and everything

INCE ANCIENT TIMES the Japanese have been 
garden lovers. For them a garden is a secluded 
retreat where they find spiritual refreshment be- 
side peaceful waters and living trees. 

The whole concept of Japanese gardening 
derives from nature. Trees, shrubs, rocks and water are used 
to suggest a natural landscape. When ornamental accessories 
are introduced they seem an inherent part of the garden. 
Fences, gates, lanterns and water-basins made of stone, wood 
or metal are weathered and aged to blend harmoniously with 
nature. Walls and fences are planned with care to insure the 
privacy that Japanese love so well and to seem an integral 
part of the garden landscape. 

Most Japanese gardens are designed around a central theme 
and reflect the owner’s taste. Every detail is planned on paper. 
The pond, stream, fences, gates, steppingstones, boulders— 
whatever is to go in the garden is sketched to scale. Then the 
materials are assembled—large trees, heavy stones, growing 
plants. Once begun, the garden is completed quickly. Six 
weeks after planting the garden looks as if it had been there 
for a score of years. 

Many of the gardens are on two levels—a flat central area 
covered with gravel, natural earth, moss, grass or water and an 
elevated bordering area where rocks, trees, shrubs and fences 
add variety and height. Steppingstones laid in varied patterns 
usually divide the flat surface and lead from one point of in- 
terest to another. By placing rocks, water, plants and trees 
in perspective, Japanese landscape gardeners often create the 
illusion of a greater space than the garden actually covers. 

Here and on the next six pages are photographs by Tatsuo 
Ishimoto, taken in Japan, showing many of the elements that 
can be part of a Japanese garden. 








Japanese Gardens, Continued 


Fences and gates 


A Japanese home and garden is designed as an in- 
tegrated whole, with its surrounding fence or wall 
treated as an important part of the landscape design. 
The outer wall not only insures privacy but determines 
the shape of the enclosure and provides a background 
for the planting. Within its boundaries smaller fences 
divide the garden into separate areas. 

The outer wall of a Japanese garden usually suggests 
strength. The outer gate, too, is often massive, with 
a gabled roof or other ornamental feature. Such a wall 
completely shuts out the busy world beyond and pro- 
vides a background for the trees and shrubs that border 
the garden. Inside, the fences that divide the garden 
may be quite simple, suggesting friendly informality. 

The path from the main gate to the house entrance 
is usually bordered with a fence or planting that entirely 
screens out the rest of the garden. This path is often 
an especially interesting feature with an unusual ar- 
rangement of steppingstones or a fence of particular 
beauty. Japanese landscape gardeners are adept at con- 
verting a straight path into a walk of winding charm 
with steppingstones and artful planting. 


Typically Japanese is this seven-foot fence of small bam- 
boo tied in interesting pattern to horizontal framework. 
A single small pine makes fence look taller by contrast. 


Sleeve fence (sodagaki) placed to screen room at back 
from window at right. Most Japanese homes have one or 
two such screens usually made either of wood or bamboo.

Paths are of many patterns 


The garden walk, from the outer gate to the house entrance, is an impor- 
tant feature of every Japanese garden. In Japan the garden path is usually 
made of steppingstones, granite slabs, or stones and pebbles laid close 
together in interesting patterns. Such carefully planned and decorative walks 
lead from one point of interest to another. Fences and plants are placed 
along the path in such a way as to lead on to see what lies beyond. 

Japanese gardeners show great ingenuity in using stones, wood and pebbles 
to design paths that are beautiful in themselves and harmonious with their 
surroundings. Today, as in the past, stones—from small pebbles to huge 
boulders—are still favorite materials in making Japanese gardens. But today, 
concrete is sometimes used underneath the stones in a garden path to set 
the pattern. 
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Lanterns have a place 


Since the charm of Japanese gardens depends on their 
fidelity to nature, very few ornamental objects are introduced. 
The man-made ornaments most often seen, lanterns and water- 
basins, usually stone, were originally placed in Japanese gar- 
dens for everyday use. Today, lanterns are used more for 
decoration than for light, but always where it would be natural 
to use illumination—at a turn in the path, for instance. Lan- 
terns are always made of weathered material, usually stone 
or metal, aged outdoors until it blends harmoniously with the 
earth, rocks and foliage of the garden. 





Japanese Gardens, Continued 


Water-basins ... 


Among the few ornamental features in 
a Japanese garden, stone water-basins, 
like stone lanterns, are commonly seen. 
Both were introduced to fill a real need. 
In old Japan, the water-basins afforded a 
place to wash the hands before entering 
the house and supplied water for the tea 
ceremony. Today most basins serve only 
for decoration. Generally speaking, there 
are three kinds of stone water-basins 
found in Japanese gardens. In one, the 
water drips into the basin from a hollow 
bamboo stem or wooden spout. In an- 
other, the water bubbles up from the bot- 
tom. The third kind is the most primitive: 
water is brought in a container and poured 
into the basin.

In just one year 


i Ses TRADITIONAL Japanese bonsai 
technique is slow and tedious. It 


involves careful wiring, pruning, 
potting and repotting. Why not a 


simplified bonsai with results the 
first year? 

With this in mind I went to work. 
By selecting trees and shrubs with 
interesting shapes and sizes, either 
in pots or cans from a nursery or 
collected from the wild, I found 
possible to start with a plant that 
looked as though it had had years 
of shaping and pruning by the tra- 
ditional bonsai methods. I put the 
results of my experiments in a book 
The Art of Growing Miniature 
Trees, Plants and Landscapes. 

Shape, size and color of the con- 
tainer should contribute to the es- 
thetic harmony of the whole. Plants 


from a gallon can or 8-inch pot will 
usually fit a container 7 inches wide, 
11 inches long and 3 inches deep. 
Flowering and fruiting trees and 
bamboos prefer deeper containers. 
Except for occasional display days 
inside your house, your bonsai 
should stay outdoors. If you have 
ice and freezing weather, water in 
the morning so that all water will 
be absorbed before nightfall. To 
prevent container cracking and roots 
freezing, place straw, hay or similar 

material about container.

@umg APANESE GARDENS have strongly in- 
fluenced the design of many Ameri- 
can gardens. Within recent years 
this trend has made rapid gains on 
the West Coast and is gradually 
moving eastward. The degree of 

influence varies considerably. There are perfect 
replicas of Japanese gardens where every detail is 
authentic. Usually these gardens are designed, 
executed and maintained under the direction of 
Japanese landscape gardeners or architects. But 
it is not necessary nor is it always desirable to 
adhere strictly to the authentic Japanese design. 
More often, in America, a small part of the garden 
shows the Japanese influence. Indeed it is in this 
way that the Japanese art can contribute the most

to American gardens. Through a careful study of the 
principles used in the design of Japanese gardens one 
gradually absorbs many concepts which can be applied 
or adapted in one way or another to American gardens. 
Among these principles, many of which are clearly 
illustrated by Tatsuo Ishimoto in his article on page 19, 
are the fusion of garden and home, the careful design 
of every bit of available space, proper selection of plants 
to create the desired effect and feeling, neatness, privacy, 
naturalism, asymmetry and functionalism. 

As is true in interpreting, adapting or copying any 
art form, there is danger of achieving an end result that 
is no longer art but a conglomeration without feeling 
or design. This the gardener must avoid.

but the external decorative elements. 
He has not had the chance to see 
either simple, well-designed, modern 
home gardens or very old ones made 
in the earlier and more creative peri- 
ods of Japanese garden art. Diverted 
by exotic and romantic elements, 
most visitors to Japan have missed 
the real point of a Japanese garden. 
It surely is not merely a matter of 
using rocks, pebbles, unpainted 
wood surfaces, Japanese maples, 
twisted pines, rocky pools, water- 
falls, garden rills, bridges, pagodas, 
stone lanterns or Buddhas. The ele- 
ments of the Japanese garden are 
not just dramatic garden props, used 
for easy upkeep and unique effect. 
If it were so the garden would be 
merely a clutter of things, sterile, in- 
sincere, false. Above all, a good

garden has naturalness, strength, 
simplicity, humor and human 
warmth. Its elements are arranged

it were, with a hearty handshake. 

“You do not have to be a lover 
of Japanese culture to be able to 
grasp some strong validity in its 
garden art. From the standpoint of 
pure design it is logical and honest. 
But, more than that, its bonds are 
stronger and its roots deeper than 
any we have known heretofore in 
the realm of garden art. They are 
ties of an ineffable spirituality, which 
can be felt at all levels of perception. 
And this forms what may be the 
real attraction of Japanese gardens 
at this critical juncture of Western 
cultural growth.”®

Flower Grower visits a 
okyo flower arranging school 


LOWER ARRANGING is One of the oldest and most 
F respected of the social arts in Japan. Both men and 

women make arrangements. And, as these photo- 
graphs show, the serious arranger studies the art in a 
school of flower arrangement. 

Here FLOWER GROWER visits the Soshin Ryu (soshin 
means school of flower arrangement) in Tokyo. The 
owner-instructor is Mr. Soseki Kamata. Class hours are 
11 A.M. to 4 P.M. once a week. The student arrives, 
bringing her own scissors—nothing else. On display is 
an arrangement which the student studies carefully, 
finally memorizing it. At the same time the student re- 
ceives a sketch and copies down instructions for the 
next week’s assignment. This done, the student goes to 
the opposite side of the room, where she finds containers 
flowers and everything else needed to make the day’s 
arrangement. As she starts work, she faces the wall, 
with only her own arrangement in view. There is no 
hurrying. She takes her time, considering each effect 
slowly and carefully. When the arrangement satisfies

her, Mr. Kamata comes over to discuss and criticize her 
efforts. After this discussion, she makes a sketch of the 
arrangement, then dismantles it and wraps up the 
flowers to take home. Later she will try to duplicate the 
classroom arrangement at home. 

For beginning students, the class work goes a bit 
differently. Mr. Kamata gives instruction in how to 
handle flowers, assemble the various kinds of arrange- 
ments and in composition. The years since the war have 
brought many changes in Japan—improved transporta- 
tion, Western clothing and shoes, new ideas in housing, 
new ideas in food. Flower arranging also has changed. 
Out-of-season flowers from distant growing grounds are 
now available throughout Japan. The arranger is no 
longer limited to local and seasonal plant materials. All 
of this has tended to encourage more freedom in making 
arrangements and less strict adherence to tradition. 

Today in Japan most arrangements are done in one 
of three basic styles. One of these, nagiere, employs a 
tall and narrow container. Another is moribana, which 























uses a wide, shallow container. These are the two basic 
styles. In addition, and quite recently developed, is an 
abstract style that is simply called modern. The arrange- 
ments in this style do not necessarily follow the old 
rules, nor do they employ traditional materials. Each 
instructor has his own name for this style, but the term 
“abstract” seems to sum it up. In the living room of a 
Japanese house is a recess, in the wall—a tokonoma, It 
is here that the householder displays flower arrange- 
ments. The tokonoma has a raised dais. On the back 
wall is a painted scroll which is changed from time to 
time. Below it, on the dais, is the flower arrangement. 

Moribana arrangements, using shallow containers, 
are supported with some variety of flower holder. 
Nagiere arrangements, in tall containers, are made 
without flower holders. Both kinds are displayed, not 
only in the tokonoma, but in various parts of the home. 
In nagiere arrangements, you can work quite freely, 
and you can use more of the branched plant materials. 
Both moribana and nagiere can be extremely simple or 
quite elaborate; both call for a composition which in- 
cludes tall, medium and low materials. 

The Japanese arranger, before going to work, always 
decides first where the arrangement will be displayed. 
If it is nagiere, water goes into the container first. The 
arrangement is made right in place, not in some separate 
flower arranging center and then brought in. Later, 
if the position of the arrangement is altered, the 
arrangement itself may have to be done over.—TATSuOo 
IsHIMOTO 





A day in a Tokyo flower arranging school starts with the 
student studying this week’s arrangement and taking notes 
on next week’s assignment. After memorizing the arrange- 
ment, she retires to her position facing the wall, where she 
finds all the necessary flowers and equipment (except the 
scissors, which are hers) to make the arrangement. She 
works slowly, considering each piece as she adds it to the 
display. After she is thoroughly satisfied with her work 
she discusses it with the instructor. Later she will duplicate 
the classroom arrangement at home. Shown below are stu- 
dent arrangements. The two in the center are typical of 
the nagiere style, which makes use of a tall container and 
does not have any holders to secure branches in place.

Nagiere arrangements made 
by Japanese students 


‘4 WO CHARACTERISTICS of the 
nagiere arrangement are: a tall, 
often narrow-necked container and 
10 flower holder. The arranger con- 
centrates on bending or shaping in- 
dividual branches or finding plant 
material with the right natural curve 
and form to use in the arrangement. 
Very popular in Japan is the style 
of nagiere arrangement in which 
there is but one flowering branch. 
Here proper selection is of utmost 
importance. Both branches and 
flower stalks are used in other styles. 
Some arrangements, you will note, 
have a wooden base, others do not. 
When a base is used, it is an integral 
part of the arrangement.

t with Madame Arai 


Madame Yonai Arai was schooled in the 
traditions of Japanese flower arrange- 
ment. Now she teaches her skills to 
American flower arranging students 


Yonai Arai, as have I and many other American 

flower arrangers, can say “I’ve learned all there is 
to know about Japanese flower arrangement.” To ob- 
serve her at work is to realize that each arrangement 
brings new problems in harnessing the ‘materials so that 
they conform to a prescribed pattern. Each detail must 
be in its expected place when the arrangement is com- 
pleted. Madame Arai is shown in the photograph at 
right arranging flowers in her home in Connecticut. 
She kneels in the customary Japanese manner. Before 
commencing her work she takes into account the distance 
from the floor to where the arrangement will be placed, 
the background and the position of the arrangement. 


N O ONE WHO HAS STUDIED even briefly with Madame 
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As a teacher she is tolerant and exceedingly understand- 
ing of the Americans’ lack of knowledge of Oriental 
symbolism and meditation and she stimulates in her 
pupils a lastmg interest in further study. Madame Arai 
has lived among Americans for a long time and has 
quietly influenced our approach to flower arrangement. | 
She enjoys our world of theaters, sports, fashions, 
flower shows and garden clubs. To me she personifies 
the worldly intellectual. 

Each arrangement follows a definite pattern, accord- 
ing to the school it is to interpret. Madame Arai is 
devoted to a classical school, Enshu Ryu. Her Scotch 
broom arrangement on page 40 indicates her mastery 
over plant material. As her pupil I was fascinated by 
her calm concentration as she studied each thin stem 
as if seeing it for the first time. Even though I’d been 
aware of the differences in Japanese containers, I 
learned from Madame Arai that they are not inter- 
changeable—school to school. Since the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries the style has remained con- 
stant.®

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Japanese plants 
grown in America 


by HULLIN LI 


VER ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO, 
Professor Asa Gray of Harvard 
University, in a series of papers, ex- 
pounded an interesting aspect of 
plant distribution: the distinct rela- 
tionships existing between the floras 
of eastern North America and east- 
ern Asia, particularly China and Ja- 
pan. Many genera of plants, such 
as Magnolia, Liriodendron, Hamam- 
elis, Wisteria, Pachysandra, Chio- 
nanthus and Catalpa, to mention 
only a few, are found only in these 
two distant regions and nowhere else 
in the world. Various geological and 


paleogeographic factors, especially 
the effects of the last glaciation, 


brought about this unique relation- 
ship among plants. 


Because of this basic relationship 
of the vegetation and also because 
of similarities in climate and other 
physical conditions, most plants of 
eastern Asia thrive in eastern North 
America. The flora of eastern Asia 
is also the richest one in all temper- 
ate regions. As the result of continu- 
ous botanical exploration and intro- 
duction in the last two hundred 
years, we have today more species of 
Asiatic origin growing in American 
gardens than from any other region. 

The preponderance of Asiatic 
plants in American gardens can be 
best illustrated by the frequent oc- 
currence of the name “japonica” 
among garden plants, such as Cryp- 
tomeria japonica, Wisteria japonica, 
Lonicera japonica et cetera. The last 
named plant is the ubiquitous and 


frequently troublesome Japanese 
honeysuckle. 

Many plants, however, though 
bearing the name japonica, are not 


native to Japan, but were introduced 
from the mainland in former times; 
for example, Anemone japonica, 
Camellia japonica and Sophora ja- 
ponica. These, along with many 
others like the tree peony, herba- 
ceous peony, garden chrysanthe- 
mum, Japanese apricot and other 
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familiar garden plants, were brought 
from China to Japan centuries ago 
and have long been firmly estab- 
lished in Japanese gardens. When 
Western botanists like Kaempfer, 
Thunberg and Siebold first studied 
the Japanese flora in the 17th cen- 
tury, they believed all these plants 
to be native to Japan and hence be- 
stowed the name japonica on many 
of them 

Most of these plants were intro- 
duced into European gardens by 
early traders. Thus, when the Ameri- 
can colonists began to plant their 
gardens in the New World, a large 
number of familiar garden plants 
from China and Japan were already 
available to them. During the 17th 
and 18th centuries, plants like chrys- 
anthemum, hollyhock, cockscomb, 
peony, day-lily, camellia, crape-myr- 
tle, honeysuckle, azalea and many 
others of Asiatic origin were already 
popular garden plants in America. 


The ginkgo tree, for example, now 
so familiar in American cities as a 
street tree, was originated in China 
and long cultivated also in Japan. 
The first tree on record to bear fruit 
in America was the one in German- 
town, Philadelphia, in the garden of 
John Wister built in 1744. The tree 
was reported to have been received 
from Japan as a seedling, a gift from 
the Japanese Emperor to Wister and 
is believed by some. to be the earliest 
one in this country. 

Among the many garden plants of 
Japanese origin, perhaps the most 
popular and well-known is the Jap- 
anese flowering cherry, the national 
flower of Japan. Many forms are 
now planted in the West; these vary 
from handsomely drooping forms 
(Prunus subhirtella pendula) to gor- 
geous double forms (Prunus serru- 
lata lannesiana). The famous. trees 
planted along the tidal basin of 
Washington are mostly Prunus yed- 
oensis, the cherry most generally 
planted in Tokyo and elsewhere in

The Japanese maple is among the 
most striking and showy small trees 
in our garden. This distinct contri- 
bution from Japan now graces nearly 
every American garden throughout 
the country, bringing brilliant colora- 
tion to the doorway in spring as well 
as in autumn. The maple is a favorite 
tree of the Japanese, and hundreds 
of named varieties are grown in their 
gardens. Perhaps no other tree under 
cultivation has as many forms as the 
Japanese maple. 


Many beautiful forms of camellia 
originated in Japan, especially the 
sasanqua camellias. 

Japan is the home country of 
many of the well-known forms of 
azaleas. Azaleas are extensively cul- 
tivated there, both as garden plants 
and as potted dwarf plants. By in- 
tensive selection and hybridization, 
many garden varieties are derived. 
The many so-called Indian azaleas 
are all introduced from Chinese and 
Japanese gardens, raised there by 
hybridizing Rhododendron indicum 
and Rhododendron mucronatum, 
two Japanese species, with allied 
species. Another important Japanese 
species is Rhododendron obtusum. 
A large number of named varieties, 
varying in shade from white to deep 
red, are grown in Japanese gardens, 
including the well-known Kurume 
azaleas. 


The Japanese irises, all belonging 
to a single species, Iris laevigata, 
form a distinct group of garden 
irises. Irises are among the most 
beloved plants in Japan and they 
appear frequently as a decorative 
motif on their exquisite lacquer, 
chinaware and other objects. In Ja- 
pan, there are numerous named 
varieties of Japanese irises, perhaps 


even more than in the “German” iris 
group of European origin. These 


highly ornamental plants, with their 
distinct slender leaves and large 
flowers, have become favorite gar- 
den subjects all over the temperate 
world. (An article on Japanese iris 
appears on page 44.) 

These are only some of the more 
widely known plants of Japanese 
origin. In the American garden, 
there are numerous other species 
of Japanese origin that are in com- 
mon cultivation. Among the trees, 


there are the familiar umbrella-pine, 
Japanese red pine, Japanese black 
pine, cryptomeria, Hinoki cypress, 
Sawara cypress, Japanese magnolia, 
katsura-tree, Kakri persimmon, zel- 
kova, paulownia and many others. 
Among the shrubs are such common 
ornamentals as Japanese yew, Japa- 
nese quince, Japanese spirea, ker- 
ria, rhodotypos, Japanese oleaster, 
Japanese witch-hazel, Japanese holly, 
Japanese spindle-tree, fatsia, aucuba, 
ardisia, callicarpa, pieris, enkianthus, 
styrax, Japanese dogwood, Japanese 
snowball, weigela and many others. 
Japan contributed such vines as Ja- 
panese wisteria and Japanese honey- 
suckle and such ground cover plants 
as pachysandra. Herbaceous plants 
of Japanese origin include Japanese 
lilies, day-lilies and plantain-lilies 
and various species of lycoris. The 
common Easter lily came origmally 
from the Ryukyu Islands. 


The popularity of Japanese plants 
in American gardens is mainly due 
to the many choice garden forms 
developed in that country. With 
great patience and perseverance the 
Japanese gardeners and plantsmen 
have developed over the centuries 
many desirable horticultural forms, 
from species which originated in 
their own country as well as in other 
parts of Asia. Their dexterity can 
best be illustrated by the so-called 
Japanese morning-glory. This plant 
was first introduced to the American 
trade from Japan in 1895. There 
are many forms, sometimes very 
curious oddities, with all kinds 
variations in flower and foliage. The 
Japanese took a great fancy to this 
plant “‘asagoa”’, the culture of which 
amounted to a popular craze about 
1830. This plant is at present still 
very popular in Japan and seeds pro- 
duced in Japan are sold in many 
countries. Yet this plant, /pomoea 
hederacea, is not native to Japan, 
but to tropical America and the 
warmer parts of North America. 
The Japanese morning-glories (see 
Mary Noble’s article on page 64) 
are only selected and improved 
strains produced by oriental ingenu- 
ity out of this occidental species.®

East and West— 2 Public

From Japan, for American gardens... 


Exotic Japanese Iris 


HE MYSTERIES of the Orient 
sometimes wend their way into 
our everyday living. Such is the 
case with the culture of Japanese 
iris. Here is a plant with striking 
beauty—a real garden “stopper”— 
yet so many gardeners have shied 
away from growing it with the ex- 
cuses: “too difficult to grow 
only for certain climates . . . needs 
special soil . . . it’s a bog plant.” 
The Oriental aura that has sur- 
rounded these plants has caused 
people to make—and believe—these 
statements. But these myths have 
been exploded, for Japanese iris are 
not difficult to grow; they can be 
grown in most sections of the United 
States; the “special” soil they need is 
little different from the “special” soil 
needed for many of our garden

plants; and Japanese iris are not bog 
plants and can be planted in the 
perennial border. 

Although many gardeners may 
think so, Japanese iris are not new 
in the plant world. Both Japanese 
and American hybridizers have been 
working on their development for 
many years so that today’s varieties 
have stately blooms 10 inches across 
on stems to 4 feet tall. Their bloom- 
ing period is a little later than that 
of tall bearded iris. 


But how do you grow them? If 
you can grow azaleas and rhododen- 
drons, you can grow Japanese iris. 
Their needs are quite similar and 
they share a mutual dislike for lime 
and alkaline soil. 

Prepare the bed for Japanese iris 





A touch of Oriental gardening can be included in almost any perennial bor- 
der by including Japanese iris. Give them acid soil, heavy spring watering. 
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just as you would for any perennial 
or rose plant—digging soil out about 
6 inches deep and mixing in an equal 
quantity of peat moss (acid kind), 
rotted manure or compost. Japanese 
iris are planted deeper than tall 
bearded kinds—with the crowns 2 
inches below the surface. For each 
plant mix into the soil a handful of 
complete fertilizer of a kind sold 
for acid plants like rhododendrons. 

The best time to plant Japanese 
iris is in the fall. Water them 
thoroughly at planting time and keep 
watered until they are established. 
They should also be heavily mulched 
for the first winter with ground corn 
cobs or other organic material; avoid 
wheat or oat straw as Japanese iris 
are susceptible to a wheat rust. 

One of the reasons why Japanese 
iris have been marked as bog plants 
is that they need a great deal of 
water in the spring through bloom- 
ing time. In Japan the growers ac- 
tually flood the beds but that is not 
necessary. Ample watering in the 
spring is sufficient. Once blooming 
has finished they need only the nat- 
ural rainfall, as long as it is some- 
where near 30 inches a year. In the 
dry sections of the country they may 
need more than the natural rain. A 
note of caution on watering, how- 
ever. If the water supply is quite 
alkaline you may have to maintain 
the correct soil pH (below pH7) by 
applications of an acidifying agent 
or acid peat moss. 


Japanese iris are heavy feeders so 
they must be fertilized every year. 
Fall is the best time and you can use 
either manure or one of the complete 
fertilizers made especially for aza- 
leas, rhododendrons or camellias. 

You can grow Japanese iris in al- 
most any section of the country ex- 
cept the very deep South. All you 
need to do is pick the right site (they 
like full sun), maintain a good fertile 
soil, keep the soil on the acid side 
and make sure they get plenty of 
water in the spring and fertilizer in

The Home 
Greenhouse 


by VICTOR GREIFF 


N OVEMBER is a month of plenty in 
the greenhouse. Whatever the 
variations of weather may be, the 
demands on the heating system are 
light, especially in the cool house. 
It requires at most a little heat at 
night to maintain the moist cold 
atmosphere that brings into spec- 
tacular bloom the summer-started 
carnations, stocks and snapdragons, 
and the chrysanthemums that set 
their buds earlier under the influ- 
ence of shortening days. 

Even in the warmer house many 
plants have stored up food from 
summer growth or hot weather dor- 
mancy; these plants now expand into 
growth and bloom. In this class are 
many orchids; the winter bulbs— 
crinum, nerine, lycoris and _ vel- 
theimia; and even some early varie- 
ties of zygocactus that will not wait 
until Christmas to flower. 

An easy expedient to fill even a 
poorly stocked house with color at 
this time is to bring in from the gar- 
den, before frost, clumps of some of 
the so-called annuals (mostly tender 
perennials) that seem at their best 
just before frost cuts them down. 
Pansy, marigold, sweet-alyssum, ca- 
lendula, gloriosa daisy (rudbeckia 
hybrid), petunia, impatiens—all are 
fair game for the gardeners trowel. 





This mild indoor season favors 
the plants so spectacular in British 
greenhouses, including the lovely 
streptocarpus hybrids—kin to glox- 
inia but with the habit and foliage 
of the primulas. Kept as cool and 
shaded as possible over the summer, 
perhaps outdoors, they now expand 
into growth and delicate bloom. 
Growing them from seed requires 
the same treatment and precautions 
as gloxinia and African-viole-— 
sterile medium, warmth and little or 
no covering over the fine seed. If 
you are fortunate enough to have a 
friend who grows them, beg some 
leaves and root them in water; or 
slit the midrib of the leaf, place on 
peat-sand mixture and cover with 
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polyethylene. (This is the method 
often recommended for rooting rex 
begonias.) With leaf propagations 
you are assured of plants having the 
same color and type of bloom as the 
original plant. 


Blue is my favorite color and I 
find it in demand indoors and out. 
Not many gardeners take advantage 
of the good nature of Nierembergia 
hippomanica with its cups of light 
cool blue. It grows readily from cut- 
tings; indoors it mikes delicate 
hanging basket plants; outdoors it 
grows into a round bush. The seed 
catalogs recognize this as a_ half- 
hardy perennial. Another good blue 
flower to grow in baskets under glass 
is Browallia speciosa. 

In the cool house especially there 
is plenty of work to do now. The 
last pots of freesias have been taken 
in from the cold frame. Other South 
African bulbs such as_ lachenalia, 
sparaxis, ornithogalum and gladiolus 
may be planted now. There is likely 
to be a flat or two of fall-sown an- 
nuals or cuttings—both ready for 
potting or planting directly in a 
bench. These may include almost the 
whole cool house list of seed plants 
and plants grown from cuttings— 
carnations and chrysanthemums— 
for continuous winter bloom. 


If you are feeding benched or 
potted plants heavily and they stand 
still or make little growth, remem- 
ber that this may be due to accu- 
mulation of fertilizer salts with 
subsequent root injury. Drench the 
soil with water several times to leach 
out the excess salts and the trouble 
will vanish. Commercial growers 
find this a common problem when 
the bench soil is too dense and they 
try to push crops with extra fer- 
tilizer for heavy production. 


Modern research makes garden- 
ing easier but the more our know!- 
edge spreads the longer is our fron- 
tier of ignorance. Just as we are 
learning to grow plants in sterile 
media, or in peat-sand with soluble 
fertilizer, as recommended by the 
California research scientists, we 
find research going on in a reverse 
direction. Scientists are now prying 
into the origin and properties of the 
clay molecule. It is scanned by the 
X-ray spectrophotometer in an at- 
tempt to discover what clay does for 
soil and crops. No complaint from 
hardpan victims, please.®

Lawns

This is the first of a department 
on lawns which will appear every 
month in FLOWER GROWER, THE 
HoME GARDEN MAGAZINE. Each 
month will be devoted to some phase 
of lawn care—including how-to pic- 
ture stories and questions and an- 
swers. In December, FLOWER 
GROWER’s monthly guide to “Better 
Lawns” will be on lawn problems of 
Florida gardeners. 


T MAY BE UNUSUAL to find a 

discussion of a book as the sub- 

ject for launching this new 
FLOWER GROWER department, but 
I do not think that it is completely 
out of order. The book is Your 
Lawn—How to Make it and Im- 
prove it by R. Milton Carleton 
(published by Van Nostrand; $3.95; 
and excerpted in the September 
FLOWER GROWER). Without ques- 
tion, my good friend Milt Carleton 
has done an excellent job. All the 
information any homeowner needs 
about his lawn is included in an easy- 
to-read manner. And, he has in- 
cluded all the newer chemicals for 
feeding and weed killing as well as 
a frank discussion of the new grass 
varieties. It is a book I heartily 
recommend. Without doubt, Mr. 
Carleton will be furnishing material 
for this column later. 

Our opinions on lawn mowers 
differ, however. Mr. Carleton pre- 
fers a five- or seven-bladed reel 
mower whereas I like a rotary with 
a quick and easy height-of-cut ad- 
justment. His objections to rotary 
mowers are based on pathological 
(disease) and safety factors. My 
preferences for rotaries are physio- 
logical (growth of plant), conven- 
ience and economy. 

Mr. Carleton writes first in his 
book about the fact that a dull ro- 
tary blade will hack the grass and 
leave a bruise at the tip. This is 
true. The blade of a rotary mower 
should be sharpened with regularity. 
It is an easy matter, though, to run 
a file over the cutting edge every 
time you use it. The only precau- 


tion is that the wire leading to the 
spark plug should be disconnected. 
Every year the blade should be 
ground and balanced by a service 
man specializing in mower repairs. 

By the same token, a reel mower 
that is out of adjustment can bruise 
grass blades, too. And, a poorly set 
reel mower sometimes has a ten- 
dency to pull plants out of the 
ground, especially in newly seeded 
lawns. 

The second objection Mr. Carle- 
ton has to rotaries is the duff of 
finely powdered organic matter 
which is deposited on the ground; 
this may be an inducement to disease 
organisms. No doubt there is duff 
left by a rotary, but it is left when 
any plant is cut—even hedges. 
There is duff left with a reel mower, 
too, evidenced by the buildup on 
the base blade and the reel blades 

The third and strongest objection 
he has is in the realm of safety. Ac- 
cidents have happened with rotary 
mowers—they have happened with 
reel mowers, too. In both cases you 
are working with a cutting machine 
and it should be respected as such. 
A mower should be respected just 
as much as the handyman does his 
power saw or the housewife her 
meat slicer in her kitchen. This re- 
spect should be taught to the whole 
family. 

Mr. Carleton brings out the fact 
that the rotary can “. . . hurl a piece 
of glass, stone, steel or wood at ter- 
rific force for many feet.” If there 
are stones, glass, steel or wood on 
the lawn area it shouldn’t be mowed 
until they are removed! 

My preferences for rotaries, as | 
said, are physiological, convenience 
and economy. On the plant growth 
side, I feel that only with a rotary 
can lawns be cut satisfactorily at 
the proper growing height. I feel 
that the height of cut recommended 
in most cases is too low. Mr. Carle- 
ton puts 1% inches as about the 
maximum—this is my minimum fig- 
ure. For best grass growth under 
average conditions—and an average

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lawn—1% inches has proved best 
for me. In some cases 2 inches is 
preferred. I feel that the more use 
a lawn gets the higher it should be 
cut as the more leaf surface present 
the better the chance the plant has 
to manufacture food. 

There is also less chance for soil 
compaction with a rotary mower. 
With a rotary there is only a 2-inch 
area that is compacted by the wheels. 
A reel mower has, in addition to the 
wheel area, the wide roller in the 
back. 

On the convenience end, | think 
a rotary is easier to operate. You 
can push the unpropelled models 
where you want them to go—the 
machine doesn’t pull you around. 
Propelled models are available but 
even these can be thrown out of gear 
so they can be eased up to trees, 
walls and along borders, whereas the 
reel is always propelled. 

As for economy, it goes without 
saying that the initial cost of a ro- 
tary is less than that of a reel mower. 
A good, brand-name rotary with a 
good steel blade and well-designed 
housing costs less than a comparable 
reel mower. While on the subject 
of prices, perhaps a word about 
“economy” machines is in order. 
There are millions of machines sold 
every year for as low as $39.95 to 
$59.95. Sure, they will cut grass, 
but you are not getting good design 
and the steel in the blade is not the 
best. A poorly designed machine 
will cause the grass to bunch up 
under the housing and then fall in 
a heap on the lawn. 

The upkeep on a rotary is much 
less expensive than on a reel. Both 
should have blades sharpened by a 
professional every year. The cost 
of sharpening and balancing a rotary 
blade is much less than the job de- 
manded on a reel mower. Theoreti- 
cally, a reel machine should be 
sharpened a second time during the 
mowing season. Just as hitting a 
rock can dull a rotary blade, bounc- 
ing a reel machine down a curb will 
knock it out of adjustment. 

There is much to be said for a 
reel mower. On a picture lawn of 
bent or Merion Kentucky blue grass 
that gets the best of yearly care, use 
a reel mower by all means. On the 
rugged “average” lawn where you 
are trying to eke out the best possi- 
ble results under most difficult con- 
ditions, a rotary mower will do the 
better job.®

There are varieties in silvery grey, 
brilliant carmine, yellow, pale lav- 
ender, pure white, purple, brown, 
many with dainty white markings 
and fluted edges. The names are 
enchanting: HEIAN No YUME, Mat-

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Growth is controllable by pinch- 
ing, and the Japanese often grow the 
morning-glory in a 6- or 8-inch pot, 
twining it around wire rings and 
pinching the top to keep it low and 
bushy. If it isn’t pinched, the vine 
will go straight up its support, wind- 
ing clockwise, producing a continu- 
ous chain of blooms as it goes, at the 
rate of two or three flowers per day. 


A support is essential. It can be 
any size from a bamboo tomato 
stake to an iron carport post. An 
artistic piece of driftwood is useful. 
A wire fence is fine; so is the pedes- 
tal of a birdbath, and shade from the 
basin is welcomed: For a floral tap- 
estry, several vines can be planted 
along a fence or wrought iron railing 
or at the base of a small tree with a 
narrow trunk and high branches 
(such as a mimosa). 

Although listed horticulturally as 
perennial, this morning-glory has 
performed as an annual here in 
Florida and seeds are gathered for 
the next season’s crop. So far, none 
have come back from the roots the 
second summer.

It is most important that 
there be protection from wind, for 
the fragile blossoms are easily torn 
by anything more than a gentle 
breeze.
